I Council to launch a 'snow warden' scheme 


BID TO HALT 
SALT THEFTS 

By Oliver Evans 


RESIDENTS are to be asked to police 
salt supplies to deter drivers from 
illegally taking supplies from collection 
bins during icy weather. 

Banbury Town Council leaders hope the 
"snow warden" scheme will combat 
"selfish" people who empty grit bins for 
personal use. 

Salt is intended for use on the public 
roads and footpaths. Those who take salt for 
their own land can be prosecuted for theft. 

Thefts have pushed the council's salt 
budget from £3,000 in 2011/12 to £10,000 
and then £30,000 this financial year. 

Council leader Kieron Mallon said 
wardens could distribute salt in their area, 
for example by keeping it in their garage. 

Locks could be added to the council's 83 
salt bins, so wardens can protect supplies, 
he said. The scheme is expected to launch 
next winter. 

Conservative Mr Mallon said: "It is 
helping people to help themselves. 

"It would be along the lines of 
Neighbourhood Watch. You would have a 
group of snow wardens on an estate to keep 
an eye on grit levels and certain bins. 

"This would stop people stealing the salt 
and driving off with it." 

Volunteers would be trained by the town 
council on how to best use supplies, he 
said. 

Mr Mallon said: "The vast majority of 
people in our towns and villages are 
responsible. 

"But there are always a selfish minority 
who spoil it for others. 

"They don't realise that by their selfish 
actions they could be depriving elderly 
disabled people of having a safe 
environment when snow falls." 

And he already has one resident signed 
up, Mike Smail, 62, of Falcon Close, 
Banbury. 

He could not get out of his street to get to 
a hospital where his daughter, Kathryn, was 
giving birth in January because the nearest 
salt bin was empty. 

Mr Mallon gave him a lift to buy some 
salt and he got to Oxford's John Radcliffe 
Hospital an hour after she gave birth to his

first grandchild. Mr Smail - who plans to 
store supplies in his garage for his cul-de-sac 
and neighbouring streets - said: "If it is 
being taken by others then it is 
inconsiderate, selfish and dangerous. 

"If it is just a case of just doing it 
ourselves in a small area, then people can 
co-operate. It makes a lot of sense." 

The management consultant added: "The 
more people that take this up, the more 
effective it will be."

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Anger at 
go-ahead 
for railway 
parking 

A CONTROVERSIAL multi¬ 
storey car park plan for 
Banbury train station has been 
approved by councillors. 

Cherwell District Council's 
planning committee approved 
the scheme, involving land next 
to a Royal Mail sorting office, 
off Higham Way, last Thursday. 

Chiltern Railways said the 
707-space car park was vital to 
meet growing demand and the 
loss this year of car parks on 
temporary leases. 

Yet some councillors and 
residents warned the move 
would be overbearing on 
nearby flats and increase traffic 
congestion. 

Local councillor Ann Bonner 
said: "As a local councillor 
who has fought for additional 
parking at Banbury station for 
years, to be so vehemently 
opposed to this application 
must prove to you how flawed 1 
think the proposals are." 

Warning of a "drastic" traffic 
impact, the three-storey car 
park should go on the other 
side of the station, she said. 

Committee member Colin 
Clarke said he was "dismayed, 
disappointed, bewildered and 
angry" that planning officers 
had recommended approval - 
after previously urging refusal. 

Recent support by 
Oxfordshire County Council's 
highways department had been 
a key element. 

Mr Clarke said: "I cannot 
aptly describe my strength of 
opposition to this application." 

Chiltern Railways said the 
Government had given cash for 
only 707 spaces - with a link 
bridge to the station - and a 
March completion. 


Man is jailed 
over indecent 
child images 

A MAN, who made and 
distributed "hundreds" of 
indecent images of children, 
has been jailed. 

Christopher Lines, 38, of 
Grimsbury Drive, Banbury, was 
sentenced to 12 months at 
Oxford Crown Court last 
Thursday. 

He admitted 36 counts on 
the indictment, which consisted 
of 15 counts of making 
indecent images of children, 18 
counts of distributing indecent 
images and three counts of 
incitement to distribute 
indecent photographs of 
children. 

In addition to the 12-month 
custodial sentence, Lines 
received a seven-year Sexual 
Offences Prevention Order and 
ten years inclusion on the Sex 
Offenders Register. 

Det Con Mike West, of 
Thames Valley Police CID, said: 
"We hope that this sentence 
serves as a deterrent to others 
that this type of behaviour will 
be brought to justice." 


Do-it-yourself scheme to provide affordable flats 


YOUNG apprentices are to 
help refurbish a 150-year-old 
“eyesore” building and turn 
them into affordable flats, 
which they will then live in. 

Cherwell District Council 
has bought 1 West Street, 
Grimsbury, from a housing 
association to turn it into five, 
one- and two-bedroom flats. 

The building has been 
empty for about five years 
and is fenced off and has 
metal plates over the 
windows. 

It will include a communal 
garden, patio, parking area 
and bike racks and will be 
offered on a shared- 
ownership basis. 

Ann Bonner, a councillor for 
Banbury Grimsbury and 
Castle, hailed the recent sale 
of the property as “fantastic 
news”. 


She said: “It has taken 
years of hard work, so I am 
absolutely jubilant that we 
have finally secured a deal for 
this property. 

“This will become a focal 
point for the start of the 
conservation area in 
Grimsbury.” 

It is part of the council’s 
Build! project, which gets 
young people to help 
refurbish or build homes they 
then live in. 

This included ten one- 
bedroom maisonettes in 
Miller Road, Bretch Hill, which 
was completed last year. 

The West Street building 
was last used as six bedsits 
by housing association 
A2Dominion. 

Regional development 
director Gerry Walker said: 
“Not only will it bring a 


prominent building back into 
use, but it will create much- 
needed affordable housing for 
the area while providing those 
taking part in the Build! 
project with employable skills 
for the future.” 

The plan will need planning 
permission from the council. 

Kidlington’s ACE Training 
will hold sessions to repair a 
wall at the property on 
Tuesday, March 19, and 
Tuesday, March 26, from 
10.30am. 

Details will be announced 
soon for an event for people 
to express an interest in the 
properties. 

Those who work on the 
property will be given first 
refusal to live in it. 

The council would not say 
how much it paid for the 
building.

"Banbury is widely renowned 
as being a scenic town with 
Castle Quay shopping centre 
ideally situated next to the 
picturesque Oxford Canal. 

"We are confident that the 
proposed extension will 
capitalise on the existing 
facilities and attract new visitors 


to Banbury town centre." 

The firm said the plan was in 
its "early stages" and could not 
say where the extension would 
be built. 

Centre commercial manager 
Paul Jackson said: "This 
investment protects the retailers 
and workers who are currently 
employed at Castle Quay whilst 
simultaneously providing them 
with exciting prospects for the 
future." 

Banbury and District Chamber 
of Commerce chairman Claire 
Kingsbury speculated that 
Scottish Widows only had a 
choice of two sites.

Motorsport firm Prodrive 
wanted to leave its Acorn Way

But it said delays in the 
planning process mean it will 
not leave until summer next 
year, with the retail park 
opening a year later. 

The retail park would include 
a Marks & Spencer and Next 
and Prodrive would move to the 
former Hella lighting factory 
nearby. A spokesman said: 

"There are various delays. The 
planning process has taken a lot 
longer than expected. It has

"I played a one-two with a 
player in the team (Callum 
Cooke) and he went to shoot 
and it got blocked and fell to 
me, and I put it into the top 
corner. 

"I just remember everyone 
jumping on top of me and 
screaming. I was really happy." 

He made his second first-team 
appearance for MK Dons when 
coming on as a substitute for the 
last three minutes in the goalless 
draw against Sheffield 
Wednesday at Hillsborough in 
the third round.

Man walks free following petrol 


A MAN accused of throwing a petrol 
bomb at his girlfriend’s family has been 
cleared of all charges. 

Yisa Hassan-Sule walked free from 
Oxford Crown Court on Friday after a 
jury acquitted him of attempting to 
cause grievous bodily harm with intent 
and affray. 

The 28-year-old was alleged to have 
made a Molotov cocktail out of a wine 
bottle and thrown it at a group of 
people in Balmoral Avenue, Banbury, 
on December 3, 2011. 

But his barrister, Darren Snow, said 


his client had been set up by the 
supposed targets of the attack - his 
ex-partner Alice Greatbatch, her father, 
James Greatbatch, Tommy Butler and 
Harry Williams. 

He told the court that the group had 
conspired to break a bottle and pour 
petrol over it to frame Hassan-Sule, 
after he arrived in Balmoral Avenue to 
speak to his former girlfriend. 

The pair left in his car after the 
defendant was punched by Mr 
Greatbatch and called a racist name, 
he said.

But the group alleged he returned 
and threw a petrol bomb at them, 
striking a wall. 

Mr Snow said there were 
“inconsistencies” in the accounts of 
the four witnesses relating to how he 
allegedly threw the bottle. 

He said: “The reason they got it so 
wrong, I suggest to you, is there was 
an agreement to lie about this petrol 
bomb. But these people, far from being 
criminal masterminds, are simply 
incapable of a credible lie.” 


More pupils are offered their preferred choice 

Growing success 


over school places 


THE percentage of children 
in Oxfordshire being 
offered a place at their 
preferred secondary school 
is at its highest level since 
2006. 

Parents across the county 
were due to receive letters 
regarding the allocation of 
places late last week. 

The county council said the 
seven-year high was a 
combination of an excellent 
relationship between secondary 
schools and the county 
council's admissions team, good 
transport links to schools, and 
parents wanting to send their 
children to easy-to-reach 
schools. 

The good news means the 
vast majority of parents will be 
able to avoid the stress of re¬ 
thinking which secondary 
school they should send their 
children to. 

County council cabinet 
member for education Melinda 
Tilley said: "The council has a 
consistent record of doing well 
when it comes to secondary 
school admissions. 

"This year again the level of 
children being offered their 
favoured school has risen, 
which is fantastic, making it the 
highest percentage level since 
2006. 

"In recent years we have also 
been well above the national

average when it comes to the 
percentage offered their first 
choice school." 

A total of 5,445 pupils out of 
5,870, or 92.7 per cent of those 
who applied, have been 
allocated a place at their 
preferred school for the 
2013/14 academic year, an 
increase of 1.2 per cent 
compared to the previous year. 

In total, 5,792 out of 5,870 
applicants, or 98.6 per cent, 
received their first, second or 
third preference school, 
compared to 98.05 per cent last 
year. 

The poorest performance for 
first choice places in the last 
seven years was back in 2010, 
when only 88.5 per cent were 
approved. The national average 
is around 80 per cent. 

Parents who applied online 
will be sent an email informing 
them of which school has been 
allocated for their child. 

Letters regarding primary 
school allocations are due to be 
sent out on April 1 6. 

In recent years there has been 
a greater squeeze on allocations 
in the primary school sector. 

To address this, the council 
has earmarked about £20m for 
extra school places in 2011, 
2012, and 2013.

Damning report 
over regulator's 
care staffing 


FAILING health institutions 
could be missed because the 
county's inspection body is 
"pathetically" staffed, it has 
been claimed. 

Concerns have been raised that 
unless more inspectors are found a 
Stafford or Winterbourne-type 
scandal could be missed in 
Oxfordshire. 

The Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) only had two Oxfordshire 
inspectors in November last year 
and only has five now. 

Between them those five 
inspectors have responsibility for 
inspecting 447 health institutions 
across Oxfordshire, ranging from 
care homes and dentists to general 
hospitals. 

The CQC says each inspector 
should monitor up to 50 institutions 
each, but current staff would have to 
look at 89. 

Oxfordshire MP Andrew Smith 
has questioned whether the county 
has an adequate number of 
inspectors. 

Jacquie Pearce-Gervis, of 
Oxfordshire-based watchdog Patient 
Voice, said: "It is a pathetic number 
of inspectors. 

"They have got to cover such a 
wide role they will not be able to 
do it properly and will be spread 
very thin. 

"They should be looking at more 
to avoid a repeat of Stafford or 
Winterbourne." 

Substandard care led to hundreds 
deaths at Stafford Hospital between 
2005 and 2008, while an 
investigation in 2011 found patients 
were repeatedly abused at 
Winterbourne View hospital near 
Bristol. 

County councillors met with CQC 
staff in November and reported back 
to the county's joint health overview 
and scrutiny committee last month. 

Councillor Jim Couchman said:

"We were pretty worried by what 
we saw as an extremely ill-equipped 
organisation to deal with the 
responsibility accrued to it. 

"They were experiencing a severe 
shortage of staff in Oxfordshire and 
were using temporary staff from as 
far away as Dorset and Devon. 

"When you think of the total 
budget of these 447 settings, there 
really is room for a proper 
inspection team. 

"The CQC is not a proper 
inspection team in any way, shape 
or form." 

He also doubted the CQC would 
be able to meet its requirement of 
visiting all 447 institutions by April 
and raised concerns that the time 
spent at each - half a day at smaller 
sites and five days at the John 
Radcliffe Hospital - was not 
enough. 

He added: "The John Radcliffe is 
a huge responsibility in itself. I 
thought they would have needed an 


inspector on site all the time." 

Banbury MP Sir Tony Baldry said: 
"It seems to me that this is exactly 
the sort of issue that a 
democratically accountable Health 
and Wellbeing Board should be 
pursuing, so I think it is absolutely 
right that councillors should take up 
and pursue concerns about local 
NHS and social care provision, 
including inspection, if they feel 
appropriate. 

"I have absolutely no doubt that if 
county councillors feel at any time 
that they need to enlist the support 
of local Members of Parliament they 
will do so, but I don't think it is 
going to be appropriate for MPs to 
be trying to second guess county 
councillors on their health and 
wellbeing responsibilities." 

The CQC refused to be 
interviewed, but a spokesman said 
five more inspectors were being 
trained and could be in place by the 
end of the month. Inspectors from a 
bank of 70 covering the South East 
were also being called in to help 
make up the deficit.

BERT Dowler, 88, raised 
concerns about care home 
Brooklands 2 in Banbury in 2011 
after his friend, Arthur Forse, 
stayed there. 

He said problems at the home 
included a lack of cleanliness, 
poor and unsuitable food and 
communication issues with staff. 

Mr Dowler said the health of 
his friend deteriorated and he 
lost weight before he was moved 
to Southerndown in Chipping 
Norton. 

The CQC carried out an 
unannounced inspection 
following the complaints and 
found the home was not meeting 


“essential standards”. 

Mr Dowler said: “I consider the 
CQC vital because so many 
people living at the home were 
neglected. 

“I would assume that they 
need more inspectors to pay 
more frequent visitors to observe 
malpractice. 

“Many patients cannot 
communicate, so it needs an 
external observer to identify 
faults.” 

He said care homes were 
“slaughter houses” where they 
“stick you in nappies and give 
you tablets to keep you quiet 
until you fade away”.

EIGHTIES pop group Squeeze, soul singer Beverley Knight, 
chart-toppers Keane and singer-songwriter Van Morrison 
are among the big names celebrating the tenth anniversary 
of an Oxfordshire music festival. 

The artists will join a diverse bill of rock, pop and soul artists at 
the Cornbury Festival. Other names booked for the weekend of July 
5 to 7 are power-folk band Bellowhead, indie-rockers Echo & The 
Bunnymen, The X-Factor winner James Arthur, folk artist Seth 
Lakeman, rockabilly singer Imelda May and vocal harmony act The 
Overtones. 

Festival director Hugh Phillimore, which is held at Great Tew 
Park, near Chipping Norton, described it as a "greatest hits" line¬ 
up, which would appeal to everyone. 

He said: "I'm really pleased. We have got some of the people I 
have been trying to get for a while - such as Van - and we'll see 
the return of some popular names from previous Cornburys. It ticks 
all the boxes." Many of the returning acts were chosen in an 
online poll of previous festival-goers, which 
attracted 2,000 entries. 

Mr Phillimore said: "We asked people to 
vote on who they wanted back. We gave 
them a list of all the acts who have been on 
before and five or six names we were trying 
to get. Then we combined what the public 
wanted with new stuff and things we have 
had before. It means the line-up has public 
approval." 

The festival, which last year attracted 
1 6,000 people, began in 2004 at Cornbury 
Park, near Charlbury, but for the past two 
years has been staged at Great Tew. Cornbury 
Park is now home to the Wilderness Festival, 
which takes place from August 9-11. 

Cornbury Festival has earned the nickname 
"Poshstock" because of its accessible line-up, 
pleasant wooded location and exclusive VIP 
area, as well as its appeal to well-heeled 
festival-goers and celebrities. Prime Minister 
David Cameron and his family are regular 
visitors, as are members of the Royal Family 
and leading figures in the "Chipping Norton 
set", such as Jeremy Clarkson and Blur bassist 
Alex James.

Planning agenda 'should 
not have been censored' 



Subject of debate: the former shop in Hitchmans Mews, Chipping Norton 


CAMPAIGNERS have said a council 
decision to censor comments from 
documents sets a dangerous 
precedent. 

West Oxfordshire District Council 
officers removed comments from a 
planning meeting agenda because they 
were "prejudiced". 

Residents had objected to a mosque 
opening in a former shop in Hitchmans 
Mews, Chipping Norton. 

But freedom of information 
campaigners said unless the material was 
deeply offensive officers should not 
censor comments. 

The council said it was concerned 
comments could be interpreted as 
prejudicial an had an overall 
responsibility to foster good relations. 

Campaign for Freedom of Information 
director Maurice Frankell said: "Although 
probably premeditated by a benign 
motive, it is probably something that was 
not necessary for them to have done and 
it is probably a little unwise to have done 
it. 

"Unless it is offensive to the point of 
inciting to racial hatred or defamatory, I 
think one would be reluctant to see

comments on a planning agenda edited." 

The council, which granted the 
mosque planning permission on February 
4, received 28 letters of objections to the 
scheme and two in support. 

Agenda documents said: "Some 
representations have not been included 
within this report due to their prejudiced 
nature." 

Objections included: "Chipping 
Norton is the quintessential English 
market town and as such it is attractive to 
tourists and visitors and most who live 
here. 

"I would wish this English character to 
be preserved." 

Another objector said: "It [a mosque] 
will totally spoil the place." 

A council spokesman said: "In this 
particular case there was also concern 
that a few comments could have been 
interpreted as being prejudicial. 

"The legalities of such matters are very 
complex, but it is clear that the council 
has overall duties in relation to fostering 
good relations and equalities generally."

Taxi driver is 
suspended 

■ A taxi driver, arrested over 
a collision in which a 20- 
year-old woman was injured, 
has been suspended by 
Cherwell District Council. The 
pedestrian was struck 
outside the Odeon in 
Horsefair at about 1.50am on 
Sunday, February 24, and 
was taken to Horton General 
Hospital.

■ 'Stop wasting our time 
with inappropriate calls

THE ambulance service has 
pleaded for callers to "stop 
wasting our time" to help 
improve response times and save 
lives. 

South Central Ambulance Service 
(SCAS) said ten per cent of 999 calls 
responded to were inappropriate and 
did not need an ambulance. 

The service received 47,188 calls 
from Oxfordshire in 2011/12 and 
71,866 in 2012/13, responding to 


1 7,443 and 19,759 with an 
ambulance. With each ambulance 
call-out costing £247, this means 
inappropriate calls cost about 
£430,000 in 2011/12 and about 
£488,000 in 2012/13. 

Inappropriate requests have 
included patients who could not afford 
a taxi to hospital, had an eyelash in 


their eye or needed help with an 
injured animal. 

SCAS chief operating officer John 
Nichols said: "Inappropriate calls 
could cost lives. It is really important 
that when we do mobilise a crew 
there is a high confidence that the 
patient really does need that 
emergency resource. 

"Whilst the crew is tied up with 
that, they are not able to then respond 
to another patient." 

The ambulance service also 
received 177 hoax calls in 2012/13 
(0.25 per cent) although these were 
down on the previous year, when 240 
hoax calls were received (0.51 per 
cent of calls). 

Across the county, the ambulance 
service saw "unprecedented" demand 
in 2012 due to the increase in call¬ 
outs compared to 2011. 

Mr Nichols said about six per cent 
of calls were dealt with by nurses or 
paramedics over the phone and hoped 
to increase this to 10 per cent by 
increasing clinical staff at the Bicester 
control room, which deals with most 
Oxfordshire calls, from about three to 


five or six in the next year. He said 
paramedics were increasingly offering 
advice at the scene about which 
service to access, rather than 
transporting all patients to hospital, 
and the service was working with rural 
medical facilities to avoid taking 
patients into Oxford or Banbury 
hospitals and retain the ambulance in 
rural areas. 

It was revealed last month that the 
ambulance service had failed to meet 
its target of getting to three-quarters of 
the most urgent emergencies within 
eight minutes in the last year in West 
Oxfordshire, South Oxfordshire and 
the Vale of White Horse. 

Mr Nichols also said the ambulance 
service, although already working in 
schools, was preparing an education 
programme to teach primary school 
children about first aid and 
appropriate 999 use. 

Mark Booty, West Oxfordshire 
District Council cabinet member for 
health, said: "There needs to be a 
level of education to explain to people 
what is a 999 call and what is not." 

But he said operators should screen 
inappropriate calls more effectively to 
stop ambulances from being sent out 
needlessly. 

County councillor Jenny Hannaby, 
member of Oxfordshire joint health 
overview and scrutiny committee, said 
the number of inappropriate calls was 
"no excuse" for poor response times.

When operators called the man it 
was discovered he was actually 
struggling to undo the cap on his 
nasal spray.

• For help buying cigarettes. 

• To find a missing TV remote 
control.

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■ People’s bank set to go countywide 


Credit union 
could expand 


OXFORDSHIRE could soon see 
its first county-wide credit 
union. 

Until now Oxfordshire was one 
of only three counties in the UK 
without a credit union across its 
whole area. But now the Oxford 
Credit Union has been given the 
go-ahead to expand beyond the 
city. 

Mark Luntley is the chairman of 
the Oxford Road-based union. He 
said: "In the next couple of 
months we will push quite hard to 
increase our membership. 

"At the moment we are a 
medium-sized credit union, but 
we would like to be bigger. 

"We cannot just set up offices 
around the county, so we are 
looking at having our first mini¬ 
office in the south of the county - 
to have a collection point where 
people can deposit money and 
talk about their finances. 

"We are in discussions with 
Soha housing association about 
that."

The union, which was 
established in 2006, currently has 
about 1,100 members and savings 
of £300,000 - of which around 
£200,000 is out on loan at any 
one time. The average loan is 
estimated at around £800. 

Until it was given permission by 
the Financial Services Union to 
expand late last year, the credit 
union was limited to taking on 
only those who lived or worked in 
Oxford. 

In 2011, the county council 
spent £9,000 funding a study to 
see whether an Oxfordshire-wide 
credit union should be set up. As a 
result, Oxford Credit Union 
applied to the FSA to expand. 

The FSA regulates banks and 
financial services across the UK. 

Mr Luntley said: "If people save 
with a credit union they know 
their money is staying in 
Oxfordshire and benefitting its 


residents, rather than disappearing. 
Quite often the people who save 
with us would go to a pay-day 
loan company. Our interest rate is 
much lower than what they would 
charge. 

"We aim for the credit union to 
be for people from all walks of 
life. Many of our members don't 
want to use traditional banks." 

Manager Richard Josephs said: 
"There are certainly many more 
enquiries coming from across the 
county from people wanting to 
join. 

"I think it is partly to do with 
the economic environment but 
also people are wanting to find a 
more ethical place to put their 
money. There is a general anti-big 
bank feeling at the moment." 

• A credit union is a financial 
institution owned and controlled 
by its members. It provides credit 
at a competitive rate to those who 
might not be able to get it 
elsewhere and all the profit is 
returned to its members.

Call over Dogs Act 

■ THE law needs to change to protect 
people from dangerous dogs, Banbury 
MP Sir Tony Baldry told the Commons. 
The pug owner said that “we need to 
do a lot more on the reform” of the 
1991 Dangerous Dogs Act and it must 
“command the greatest possible 
public support”. An investigation by 
MPs called for councils to be given 
powers to give owners dog-control 
notices to combat “status symbol” 
breeds.

C ompleted in 1939 and set in 
17th-century Italy, Brecht’s 
Life of Galileo is a study of the 
friction caused by conflicting ideas. 

By observing that the earth was 
not the celestial body about which 
the rest of creation revolved, 
Galileo brought himself into direct 
opposition with the Catholic 
church and, by turns, to the 
attention of the infamous Inquisition 
and their unspeakable ‘instruments’. 

Brecht’s play, burnished by Mark 
Ravenhill’s sparkling translation, 
traces Galileo’s journey from 
frustrated academic to scientific 
superstar (think Renaissance Brian 
Cox), and the subsequent public 
recantation of his controversial 
theories before the Pope.

W e don't need serpentine 
thrillers such as Broken 
City to remind us that 
politics is a grubby business. 

As recent headlines attest, elected 
authority figures who we trust to 
shape and reform our laws can 
occasionally ride roughshod over 
those same rules and regulations. 

Allen Hughes's film argues that to 
effect lasting change in the corridors 
of power, you have to be prepared 
to get your hands bloody. 

Or pay someone else to get their 
money-grabbing mitts filthy on your 
behalf. 

It's a parable for our corrupt, 
power-hungry times. 

The anti-hero in Broken City is 
New York cop Billy Taggart (Mark 
Wahlberg), who takes down an 
unarmed suspect and faces a prison 
sentence for his apparent lapse in 
judgment. 

It looks like an open and shut 
case until popular mayor Nicholas 
Hostetler (Russell Crowe) steps in 
with a deal, making clear to Billy 
that he expects a favour in return. 

Seven years later, Billy is a low- 
rent private detective. 

He owes $42,000. The situation 
is dire, even with a brilliant 
assistant (AlonaTal) chasing up 
outstanding bills. 


Out of the blue, Hostetler calls in 
his marker: he asks Billy to gather 
evidence to prove that his wife 
Cathleen (Catherine Zeta-Jones) has 
been unfaithful. 

"When you called, I didn't think 
it would be for something like this," 
Billy tells the mayor. 

"Neither did I," growls Hostetler, 
who is embroiled in a bitter 
election battle with charismatic rival 
Jack Vailiant (Barry Pepper), and 
doesn't want a marital scandal to 
blight his chances with the 
electorate. 

A simple surveillance operation 
reveals a hotel room liaison 
between Cathleen and Paul 
Andrews (Kyle Chandler), manager 
of the Valliant campaign. 

Her betrayal seems clear, then 
Andrews is murdered and Billy 
grapples with the chilling 
probability that he signed the 
campaign manager's death warrant. 

Broken City marshals an 
impressive cast and Brian Tucker's 
script sustains dramatic tension for 
the opening hour by teasing us with 
the characters' ulterior motives. 

"You think you're investigating 
adultery?" spits Zeta-Jones's slinky 
spouse, setting alarm bells ringing. 

Wahlberg goes through the 
motions as the pawn in a deadly 
game he doesn't understand until it 
is too late, but Crowe savours his 
opportunity to chew on scenery as 
the man in power who won't give 
up his crown easily. 

Their big showdown is rather 
one-sided - Crowe spits venom all 
over his co-star - but plot

THERE is absolutely no excuse for 
being caught speeding at the wheel 
of Volvo's new V40.

All of these things, of course, 
should be well within the grasp of 
any competent driver, but Volvo 
clearly feels an electronic helping 
hand or two, or even half a dozen, 
is no bad thing. 

But despite the technological 
wizardry on offer to the driver, 
those most likely to give the V40 
top marks are not even those inside 
it. For Volvo's sensational-looking, 
yet super-sensible executive 
hatchback is fitted with the world's 
first pedestrian airbag. 

We will deal with the 
technology, and there is a lot of it, 
later but in a nutshell, Volvo's five- 
door, five-seater is a larger 
companion to the less roomy C30. 
Priced from about £20,000, with a 
choice of six engines, three body 
styles and a wide choice of options, 
the hatch is classy and well-built, 
with a smooth ride and sharp 
handling. Sophisticated diesel 
engines probably make the most 
sensible choice of power for long¬ 


term ownership, but the 1.6-litre 
petrol model in the test car proved 
lively, quiet and economical. 
Appealing to the very top end of 
the premium hatchback market, the 
V40 is packed with electronics, 
much of it linked to radars. Top of 
the list is the technology that can 
detect if a pedestrian steps out into 
the road in front of the car. If the 
driver does not respond in time, the 
car automatically brakes. If the car 
does hit the pedestrian, sensors in 
the front bumper trigger the release 
of the rear end of the bonnet 
which, at the same time, is lifted by 
an airbag that covers the area under 
the elevated bonnet, plus about one 
third of the windscreen to help 
cushion the blow. 

Much of the technology built 
into the V40 is designed to ensure 
that collisions do not happen in the 
first place. One constantly monitors 
the risk of a collision and delivers

an initial warning to alert you to 
brake or avoid the danger. Another 
monitors left and right-hand lane 
markings and gently nudges the 
steering to prevent drift. Yet another 
automatically parks the car and 
another displays speed limit signs 
in the speedometer. 

There is even no excuse for 
forgetting to lock the car. If you 
own a smartphone, you can install 
an app that allows you to remotely 
lock the car wherever you are. And 
for the super-forgetful who can't 
remember where they parked, the 
app will also display a map, with a 
compass to lead you straight back.

Younger motorists 'neglecting servicing' 


RECENT research carried out by 
the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders 
(SMMT) has revealed that many 
younger drivers are failing to 
have their car serviced and 
maintained correctly. 

Risking vehicle-related financial, 
safety and efficiency problems, 
younger motorists are not only 
failing themselves but other 
road users too. 

Polling 2,000 motorists on attitudes 
towards car maintenance, the 
survey found that 10% of 
drivers aged 18-24 claim their 
vehicle isn't ever serviced. 

This figure rises among 25- to 34- 
year-olds, with 12% of owners 
failing to have even basic 
service and repair work carried 


out. By contrast, the number of 
over-55s claiming never to 
service their car is just 2%, as 
well as around 5% of 35- to 
54-year-olds. 

The research highlights the danger 
to which some motorists are 
exposing themselves, with tyres 
and brakes among the many 
safety-critical items left 
unchecked. 

Additionally, the service-skippers 
risk greater likelihood of a 
breakdown, reduced efficiency 
and increased wear and tear. 

Commenting on the survey results, 
a SMMT spokesman said: "Most 
drivers are aware of the 
benefits of regular servicing, 
but a significant number of 
drivers are putting themselves 


at greater risk of an accident, 
breakdown or costly repair by 
not taking their cars to a 
dealership for servicing. 

"A properly maintained car is not 
only more fuel-efficient but 
will be safer and more reliable. 

"Putting off service and repair 
work is a false economy with 
risks and costs outweighing 
short-term gains." 

Meanwhile, Peugeot has confirmed 
the starting price and key 
specification for the UK-bound 
208 GTi, with the promise that 
"British buyers will be 
delighted" with the car. The 
flagship car for the range will 
start from £18,895 on the road 
for the three-door. It is unclear 
if a five-door will be offered.
